11^ — The rules lor a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service to be held by the Institute of Secretariat Training 
& Management (Examination Wing) in September, 1976 are 
published for general information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in the Notice issued bv the 
Institute. Reservations shall be made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in res- 
pect of vacancies as may be fixed bv the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes /Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
tion) Order, 1956 read with the Bcynbay Reorganisation 
Act, I960, the Pun/jab Re-organisation Act, 1966i, the Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) 
Act, 1956, the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir), Sche- 
duled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman nn$l 
Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Oder, 1959, the Consti- 
tution, (DaJrn and Nagar Haveli) Sched L ded Castes Order, 
1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Schedul- 
ed Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution (PondicherryJ Sche- 
duled Caste* Order, 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled Tri- 
bes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa, 
Daman and Dtu) Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Cons-

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
ollicer of the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service, who on the 1st January, 1976 satis- 
fies the following conditions, shall be eligible to appear at the 
examination : — 

(1) Length of Service . — -He should have on the 1st 
January, 1976 rendered an approved and continuous service 
of not less than 5 years in the Lower Division Grade of the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service. 

Noil 1.— The limit of five years of approved and continuous 
service will also apply if the total redeemable ser- 
vice of a candidate is partly as a Lower Division 
Clerk and partly us Upper Division Clerk in the 
Central Secretarial Clerical Service. 

NOTF.2. — Arjy permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
Lower Division Clerk of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service who joined the Armed Force's

ed Forces. 

(c) The age prescribed above will be further re- 
laxablc — 

(i) upto a maximum of five years if a candi- 
date belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedul- 
ed Tribe; 

(ii) upto a maximum of three years if a can- 
didate is a bona fide displaced person from 
Bangladesh (formerly East Pakistan) and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st January, 
1964 but before 25th March, 1971; 

(iii) upto a maximum of eight years if u candi- 
date belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Sche- 
duled J’ribe and is also a bona fide displaced 
person from Bangladesh (formerly East Pakis- 
tan) and has migrated to India on or after 
1st January, 1964, but before 25th March, 
1971; 


(iv) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka (formerly Ceylon) and has migrated 
to India on Or after 1st November, 1964, under 
the Indo-Ceyfon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(v) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Sri Lanka (formerly Ceylon) and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st November, 
1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October, 1964. 

(vi) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(vii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 

a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma, and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963: 

(viii) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Burma and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st June 1963- 

(ix) upto a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign countries 
or in a disturbed area and released as a conse- 
quence thereof; 

(x) upto a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign country 
or in a disturbed area released as a conse- 
quence thereof, who belong to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

(xi) upto a maximum of three years of a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu; 

(xii) upto a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in 
operations during the Indo -Pakistan hostilities 
of 1971 and released as a consequence thereof; 
and 

(xiii) upto a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in 
operations during the Indo- Pakistan hostilities 
of 1971 and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Schedules Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes, 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED, 

(3) Typewriting Test— Unless exempted from passing 
the Monthly /Quarterly Typewriting Test held by 
Union Public Service Commission/Secretariat Train- 
ing School /Institute of Secretariat Training & Ma- 
nagement (Examination Wing) for the purpose of 
confirmation, in the Lower Division Grade he should 
have passed this test on or before the date of notifi- 
cation of this examination. 

5. The decision of the Institute as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Institute. 

7 . A candidate who is or has been declared by the Institute 
to be guilty of — 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means,

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(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the -commission of all or any of the acts specifi- 
ed in the foregoing clauses, 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable 

(a) to be disqualified by the Institute from the examina- 
tion for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period— 

(i) by the Examination Wing of the Institute, 
from any examination or selection held by 
them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ- 
ment under them; and

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may be held by (be Exami- 
nation Wing of the Institute to be a conduct which would 
disqualify him for admission to the examination.

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the Sche- 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes, may, to the extent the num- 
ber of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and Sche- 
duled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general stan- 
dard, be recommended by the Institute by a relaxed standard 
to make up thc deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to the 
fitness of these candidates, for inclusion in thc Select List for 
the Upper Division Grade, irrespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit at the examination. 

Nom—Candidatcs should clearly understand that this is a 
competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons fo be included in the Select List for the Upper Divi- 
sion Grade on thc results of thc examination is entirely within 
the competence of Government to decide. No candidate will, 
therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the Select List on 
the basis of his performance in this examination, as a matter 
of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the result 
oi the examination to individual candidates shall be decided by 
the Examination Wing of the Institute in its discretion and the 
Institute will not enter into correspondence with them regard- 
ing thc result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right lo selection 
unless the Cadre Authority is satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may b e considered necessary, that the candidate, having regard 


to his conduct in service, is suitable in all respects for 
selection : 

Provided that the decision as to whether a particular candi- 
date recommended for selection by the Institute (Examination 
Wing) is not suitable shall be taken in consultation with the 
Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms. 

13. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
in thc Central Secretariat Clerical Service, or otherwise Quits 
the Service or severs his connection with it, or whose services 
are terminated by his Department or, who is appointed to 
an ex-cadre post or to another Service on ‘transfer’ and docs 
not have a lien in the Lower Division Grade of thc C.S.C.S. 
will not he eligible for appointment on the results of this 
examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with 
the approval of the competent authority.
